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SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 



The past year in North Dakota has been a satiafaotory one in 
line of bueinesB and general conditions relating to traffic. 

The yield of crops in North Dakota was very much lesB than a 
jear ago so that all the railways had ample facilities for handling 
promptly all freight offered. 

All railway managements within the state during the past year 
have shown a gratifying desire to comply with all legal require- 
ments and also afford snippers and pab*ons every accommodation 
possible for the transaction of business. 

The attitude of shippers has been very conservative and the gen- 
eral policy on the part of railway managements to acoommodat« 
and comply with all reasonable requests made by patrons has 
resulted in avoiding cause for grievance and created a very good 
feeling. 

ANNOAL INSPECTION OF BAILWAV PEOPERTY. 

As required by law the commissioners of railroads, during the 
months of August and September, inspected the various lines of 
railroad in the state and at the same time considered all complaints 
regarding defective service, coming to their notice. 

Commencing with the Northern Pacific Railway Company August 
24th, and continuing to August 28th, inclusive, all lines of the com- 
pany within the state were carefully inspected. This property, as 
usnal with regard to the condition of roadway, station buildings, 
grain elevators, grain loading platforms, rolling stock and general 
facilities for handling business, was found in good condition. A 
general freedom from complaints characterized the trip. 

The Great Northern railway lines were inspected, from Septem- 
ber 7th to 11th, inclusive. Much improvement on this line in the 
matter of constructing loading platforms has been accomplished 
daring the past year; also several sidetracks and new station 
buildmgs built. Agents have been provided at several stations 
before without such service. An active interest was taken by the 
management in all complaints appearing with promise of good 
results. The general condition of the Great Northern property 
and service is good. 
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h REPORT OF COMMIfiSIONEBS OF BAILBOADS, 

The property of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway is 
in good shape, the branch lines of this company within the state 
being in excellent condition. 

The Minneapolis, St. Paul and Sault Ste. Marie Railway ("Soo" 
Line) is in good shape and provided with all necessary facilities 
for business tributary to its line. 

The Chicago & Northwestern Railway, being but 14.28 miles, is 
also in good shape.

The people of Ellendale are amply served by two 
railways. The people of Monango are in the same position I he amount I'f 
businesB to be dooe from these two cities to and from our line is, id the case 
of Ellendale. inHniteaimal. The people ot Monango can rench our line at 
. our Hta'ion of Boynton — about IJ^ miles. I cannot eee why the people of 
Manaugo xre entitled to have a railroad brought to their doors any more 
than the 939 other people who live more than 1>^ miles away from a railway 
are. It would, no doubt, be pleasant tor everyone to have a railway atatioa 
at his farm, but the equities of the case are that it wuuld be auicidal for the 
railway to attempt such a policy. 

The real animus for the connection at Monango emanates from the 
jobbers of Aberdeen, tj. D. Giving them access lo oar line to a certain 
estent confiscates it from Monango to St. Paul and Minneapolis. It is but 
fair to assume that the merchante of Aberdeen are furnished their goods 
from St. Paul and Minneapolis. Giving them access to oar line (hrough the 
medium of the connection at Monango puts ue in the position of having the 
C., M. &, St. P. or the Great Nonhern lake go ids from these two ci'ies to 
Aberdeen, from which point they are distributed over our line. For tbe 
reason that we can deliver to the people of Monango and other towns on our 
line goods as cheaply from the same source of snpply. we fail to eee the 
equity of the arrangement whereunder the state of affairs I have above 
describe i will obtain, and must, therefore, in jaetice to ourselves decline to 
make these connections, upon the grounds, first, that tbe amount of business 
trHDBa"ted over them will not warrant the outlay, and second, we owe a du'y 
to tbe interest we represent which we cannot allow the prejudice or ambition 
of any community to in'ertere with.

Dear Sir: Your letters ot recent date received in which you refer me 
to a eompwbat lengthy correspondence, exieDding over some eight mouths, 
i>etween J. G Bobinson, Esq., of Fa^, N. D., and your honorable board, 
upon the question of unreasonable freight and passenger rates now in force 
apoQ the railroads in ibis state. 

Yon ask tor my advice concerning what are the powers and duties ot 
your board under the circumstancea as stafed by Mr. Bobinson. It seems 
to me that year powers in this matter are fully set forth in Articles V and Vf 
of Chapter 12 of the civil code (ReviBpd Codes, 1895,) and would direct your 
attention more particularly to section 3031 et seq, which confer the power to 
fix fqual and reasonable rules, fares, etc., preacnbee the mode ot procedure 
and the manner in which orders of the commissioners are enforced, etc. 
Home 1 ime ago I prepared forms tor use under said Article YI. in the adoption 
of equal am! rea^ooable freight ra'es. which forms were sent, you. 

Now, rbe power to regulate passenger fares is contained in the same 
section, and is exercised in the very same way, bo that the forms already 
given you m^'y be used in giving the proper notice to the company or com- 
panies whose passenger fares you wish to reduce. Should other forms be 
required in carrying out any isbore of your board in this direction, this 
office will prepnre them as nreded. 

Afl«r you have ejcercified the powers ot your board yon will notice that 
if the company shall neglect or refuse to comply with your final order, fixing 
rates, fares, etc., recourse is had to the courts to compel compliance therewith 
(aectiiin 3333 et seq). Under the law it is made my duly to appear|tor your 
board (section 3009) so. at present. I see no neceeslty for your employing other 
counsel in the matter as it would create no doubt, a considerable expense to 
the state tor services that should be performed by its ofiicers 

Please adviee me shoald you need my services in Ihia matter. It may be- 
come e^^edient to retain special counsel upon some of the technical inqnlries 
upon the reasonableness of freight rates and passenger fares, but tbatcan be 
arranged later.

In conformity with requirements of section No. 30S0, North Dakota Civil 
Code, the following instruciions will govern the stopping ot carload freight 
in transit, to partly unload, taking effect May 7, 1896; 

Carload enipments of freight of one commudity or ot two or more com- 
moditiea tor which mixed carload ratine is provided in current tariffs or 
classification, except cars containing perishable fraight, the originating poiot 
and distribution of which are both within the state of North Dakota, may 
be stopped at one point intermediate to destinniion given by shippers on 
flhipping bill to partly unload for the sum of Five Dollars ($5.00) per day or 
part of day that oar is hetd at such intermediate point, provided, shippers 
specify on shipping bill the name ot consignee and tinal deatinatioa of car, 
also intermediate point at which it is to be stopped and name ot party who 
is authorized, on consignee's account, to partly unload the car at such inier- 
mediate point. 

In order lo insure collection at final destination of charges on tbe original 
or toial weight of contents of car from shipping point, logetner with stoppiDE 
charge, agents will require shippers to prepay or guarantee payment of all 
charges at desiination. 

Agent at billing point will show on face of waybill the name ot inter-

I d'> not believe it ie 
ROod (or the coantry to force this condition of affairs, and I think if you giv'e 
iE your usual (air consideration you wili agree with me that it is not best to 
redace this rate.

Dear Sib; I have been instrucled by the Wool Growere' AssociatioD of 
Nonh Dakota to take up the matter of discrimination ot freight rales as 
eiietiog between cattle and sheep when shipped from North Dakota to 
lenninal pvoints. 

As you are aware the freight rates on on a 36-root car between Hebron 
to Chicago is $108 90 or $3.02 per foot, and the rate on a 30-f jot car between 
same points ie 199.00 or t3.30 per toot, or over $8 per car more than it should 
' be. A double deck car of 'M feet loaded with sheep will average ^0,000 tbe.; 
a 36-foot loaded with cattle in proporiion to space should weigh 24,000 lbs., 
but we all know aieiagea considerable more. 

Ot course, in defense it may be said, that the cattle ehipper who ships 
ID a 30-foot car pays the same rate as the sheep men, but the former does not 
have to ship In common care, he can take the larger ones. The sheep men. 
however, has DO choice as long as the roads do nut [urLieb double deck 3G 
(pot cars. 

The Street stable are recognized in every way as superior cars tor the 
transporta' ioD ot live stock, still the sheepman pays more for inferior accum- 
modatioD than the cattleman pays for the best. 

This is a gross injustice per pret rated on the much abused sheepman and 
should be opeedily corrected. I called your attention to this matter last 
Bumnier during the shipping seHSon and you frankly admitted that this dis- 
crimiDution existed, but you were at the present time not in a position to 
tu^juBt the matier as other roade wore intetosied therein but you would at the 
proper time try to change the rate.

It seems to ue that tbie die- 
crimination IB more apparent than reul, if .vou will take into consideratioD 
other tacilitiee which are given the sheep men; tor in stance, in matt«rof 
double dech cars lo sheep men without addilianal coat to them and this coat 
of decking; iS borne by the railroad company. In these double deck cars yoa 
can place, eay 200 eheep, which, at an average weight of 110 pounds, 
would make weight of car about 22.000, This is probably about the 
average weight of a car of cattle. We have also afforded the eheep men stor- 
age facilities for their wool at dilTerent points along our line and it is the 
intention of the company this season to erect a storage warehouse, where 
they can have the benefit of an open market at Dickinson. This is done 
without any expense to the wool growers. 

While Street's stable cars may be considered as superior of the tranapor- 
tatioD of cattle, we do not see bow there would be any advantage to the 
ehcp men in their use. Furthermore, the Street's Stable Car company will 
not turnish double deck care for slieep without additional coat, while this 
facility ia furnished by the railroad company without extra charge. 

It you will take these matters into consideration we believe yoa will 
agree with us that there is no discrimination at the present time against the 
sheep shippers.

Dear Sib: On the 20th of February I wrote you regarding a matter 
of discrimination of freight rates as existing between ca't'e and shepp when 
shipped from North Dakota to terniinal points. I am in receipt of a com- 
munication from Mr. T. B. Baird, second assistant freight agent staling that 
such a discriminatioQ did not exist nod that my demand for a change in 
rates was denied. This is the more surprising as you yourself frankly admit- 
ted this discrimination in conversation with me, some time last suramer dur- 
ing tbe shipping seaBon, 

But this is not the only grievance the wool growers have; they also want 
arednctionof rates on wool. 

The Chicago American Sheep Breeder, a reliable, able, valuable journal 
after careful inquiry gave tbe following in the December number, 1895: 

Trans Mississippi rates— Current freight rates on woo! from points west 
of the Mississippi river to New York, Philadelphia and Boston are eabetan- 
tially as follows: 

From Montana and the Dakotas 81..'iO per 100 pounds; from Wyoming, 
Idaho and eastern Oretton and Utah, $1.90 per 100 pounds; from Arizona and 
New Mexico i2.()0 per 100 pounds ; from Colorado. $2.50 per 100 pounds. On 
ocenn rates on foreign wool from Soulh America to the three principal 
United -States points above mentioned, the cost Is about 81.17*^ per 
100 pounds; from Turkey 70 cents per 100 pounds; from Sonth Africa, 
$1.15 per 1(10 pounds sailing vessels, and 30 cents more by steamships, and 
from London. England, tbe great dumping ground of the free' wool of the 
world the current rate is abont 25 cents per lOO pounds. Wool can be 
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brought from Australia to Boston for 1 cent, inclodiag freight, ci 
and handling. 

Thia Htatement is from reliable informatinn obtsined by Hod. Thoa. 
Strom, now a delegate in congress from New Mexico. 

All tbis iDformatioD I have taken from Senator Carter's speech delivered 
February 26. 1896, CongreBEional Record No. 66, Vol. 28, page 2434,

while the ra'e fronj Hebron to Boalon ia 41.58 per 100 pounds. 

Id the iigbt of Buth facts and now having loat tbe tariff and no chance 
for any tariff for some time to come, the Wool Orowers' Assor-iation think it 
not more than fair to ask your company for an adjustment ot the tariff on 
wool and mutton from North Dakota points to a more favorable basis lor tt is 
section ot the country.

sirable results would come from i*. In the meantime, thn correspondence ia 
referred to you tor your in'ormation and investigation, with the request that 
you give the matter careful consideration. 

There are many points in favor of the wool growers and ehippera to be 
taken into consideration, under the circumstances. 

There is no doubt in the minds ot the commissioners that modification 
ot rates from non-competitive territory along tbe Ime of the Northern Pacific 
railroad would greatly stimulate the indnstry ot sheep and wool growing.

Gbntlrubn: I am in receipt of your favor of April 8, transferring to me 
copies of correspondence between Charles Kranih, secretary and treasurer of 
the Wool Growers' Association of Nortb Dakota, and various officers of the 
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traffic departnieDt ot ihia c>mpaDy. I note the complaintB made by Mr. 
Krautb, and eepecially tiis complainta in regard to wool ratee. 

Pirst, ae you are doubtleae aware, rhe entirp ptopoaitiou discuefled by Mr 
Krauth is that ot inters ate rates, and the only body before which he could 
tnke the same would be the loteretate Commerce cumniiMioo. I aBsumethat 
it would be very hard tor him to coovince them that the rates enjoyed by the 
wool growers ot North Dakota were either anfair or unreaaooable. There le 
no complaint ot discrimi nation. 

You will note by the evidence submitted by Mr. Erauth, oamely, the ex- 
tracts from Senator Carter's speech, delivered February 26, 1B9G, that the 
wool rales from MoDtana and the Dakotas to eastern primary markets ag- 
gregate about 81,50 per 100 pounds, ivhile from Wyoming, Idaho. Eastern 
Or.'gon and Utah the rate is SI.90; from New Mexico and (>ilorado 92.50 per 
ItX) pounds. Certainly the wool grower ot North Dakota has oo reaeoa to 
complain ot diacrimination against him and in favor ot other American wool 
growers. I have received very serious complaints from other carriers of our 
low vool rales, which are controlled from the tact that water competition eiuta 
from Dalutb lo Buftalo and makes the lake and rail ratea very much lea^ 
from our territory than any ot the other lines are able to secure. 

Ot course, I appreciate that wool coining trom San Francisco to Boston 
via the Panama, a line which is all water with the esceptiou ot forty miles, 
or trom South Africa, Turkey and other wool producing foreign countries by 
sailias vesaela and steam, is brought nt a very much 'ess ra'e ttian can be 
named by rail inland by American carriers. If the tariff imposed upon these 
foreign wools does not afford suBicieut protection for the American growers, 
the fact ought to act as a conversion of the wool growers to the McKiuley 
standard. Thw poor bankrupt American raiiroada ought not to be asked lb 
Still further extend their ruin by altempling to make freight rates that will 
connieract the reductiona in tariff that the legislators and statesmen al 
Washington are making Irom time to time. 

The manatcement ot the Northern Pacific railroad Is as deeply interested 
in the development ot the wool and sheep industry of North Dakota, Mon- 
tana and other atatea along our line as anyone can poasiblybe; itisour life. 
but at the same lime we must have rates tor performing thia service that will 
vjeld some nt>t revenue to the carrier. Uur rates at the present time are as 
low as we can handle the buaineas and make a fair return. 

We appreciate the fact that the last season or two have not been very 
prosperous ones for the wool growers of North Dakota and Uoniana. but 
ihey liave been even harder for the railroad companies traversing that ter- 

In regard to Mr. Krauth's complaint in the matter of rates on mutton, 
he is not giving us credit tor half we do in this connection. We have no 
double deck cars. I know of no law that cnuld compel us to provide ihem, 
yet volumarily we have made and put in temporary decks and enabled aheep 
men ti. carry practically two carloads in one car. We have fostered and 
built up this business in every way possible, and ihere certainly is no reason 
for any complaint. 

I have taken the trouble to write you folly in regard to this, and shall be 
glad to talk with you more ac any time when you are in St. Paul. I do this 
not feeling that the board of commissioners ot railroads ot North Dakota has 
any lesal authority to demand an explanation or sammona us before them in 
an iuterstate matter of this kind. I have no fear whatever of meeting the 
commission on the question, or ot the resul s of such a hearing, but it all 
takes time, money and trouble, which we desire to avoid it possible. 

Our rates on wojE and on sheep are made jointly and after consultation 
with the competing roads, and are as low as those of anv hue engaged in 
the same business west of Chicago and the Missouri river. Ot course, it is 
not claimed by any of us that we can afford to make rates that are as low by 
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comparison ae the line oast of Chicago, or the sailiuK vesselB from Sao 
Francisco.

So far ae the facte etaled 
enow, it is a queetion as to which part.v to the contract, annezed to your let- 
ter, was the owner of the wheat in queBtion. If the wheat belonged to one 
of the parties but was delivered by toe elevator compaQV to the other pari,v, 
either would, of couree, have bis remedy at law against thoee who caused hie 
injury and should recover the amount necessary to compenaate for bis 
damages. The qaestion of who has been damaged and what sum would 
compensate therefor, is one to be settled, in my opinion, in a private suit be- 
tween the parties interested upon their contracts and obligations, it they can- 
not arrange the matter amicably.

It is hoped that the Missouri River.Qhicago lines will soon arrive at an 
understanding by which rates can again be restored to their normal condi-

Dear Sir: Your letter of the 7th inat. has ben received, asking whether 
or not in my opinion the line of elevators and warehonses now being operateu 
by the North Dakola Milliug Association are "public warehouses" within 
the meaning of section 1T86 of the Revised Codes. It appears from the state- 
ments ot Mr Lyon, the receiver of the eali) aseociatioD, that the association 
is operating nineteen elevators tor the sole purpose of buying grain tor its 
own use. Mr. Lyon thinks because they do not receive gruin in store that 
their warehouses are not pnblic. The object of the law on this subject is to 
protect the public a^aiust cheating by falsely weigtiing and grading grain. 
The law embraces in its scope the buyer of grain as well as the one 
who merely receives grain in store. Protection under tbe law is as necessary 
againel the cheats ot the one as the other. I do not think they would claim 
exemption from tbe operation of this law on the ground that they did not 
buy grain tor profit. I am of the opinion that the warehouses in question 
are public warehouses and are subject to the provisions of anicle 25 of chap- 
ter 22 of tbe Revised Codes.

Dbab Sib: Answeriog your valued favor of the 19th inat., I desire to 
prpfHce the full explanation which 1 ehall make regarding this little affair at 
Wheatland by stating that il is our sincere ilesire to conform fully to every 
regulation of your commiBsion to uphold the lawe in detail, and as tar ee we 
possibly can with the knowledge we have at hand, and in this case I think 
you cannot help but agree with us that we biive simply pursued the ordinary 
course of business, and are in no way responsible for the ahortage at West 
Superior from leakage on the way or loss from any cause from this car in 
West Superior. We are pleased to have this opportunity in this case and all 
others to make a full e^tplanation of the facts; for in any case where we are 
wrong wo will rectify it cheerfully and where we are right we are aaoured 
that the commission will do us justice. 

The facts regarding this transaction are that on August 15, 1895. Mr. R. 
Mares of Wbeutland, North Dakota, delivered to the agent of the Monarch 
Elevator company. Mr. L. J. Mann, at Wheatland. 442.80 bushels No. 1 hard 
wheat. He issued to Richard Mares, or bearer under date of August IS, 
1895, a storage ticket for this amount of wheat and grade. The ticket statee 
''which amount, kind and grade of grain will be delivered to the holder of 
this receipt upon surrender thcroot, subject to the following terms of stor- 
age." The ticket has the usual terms for handling and storing. 

On August 2l8t, Chandler & Hays Grain company of West Superior had 
an agent or one of the firm at Whea'land, and be paid Mr. Mares 4 cents 
above the list price for wheat, paid the chaTgea tor Dandling the grain and 
we were ordered to ship out the wheat to them at West Superior. It was 
shipped in car 10,413; we delivering the identical wheat from separate binf, 
no other wheat being mixed with it in any way, and delivering all ihar was 
received by us, which ve can substantiate if necesaary by afSdavit or testi- 
mony. As ibe houee had just been le-opened, Dot having been in use since 
■ he previous winter, and having been cleaned out thoroughly at that tinje. 
no wheat remaining, and thie was all the wheat there was in the building. 
This wheat was shipped on. as stated, to some mil) at Weat Superior and 
there unloaded. 

Chandler k Hays now claim a ahortage. For several reaeone we believe 
our interest in and connection with this grain ended when we delivered the 
identical stuff on the track to Chandler & Hays and Mares. It had simply 
been weighed In and the same delivered out and could not have had any 
waste or lose in any manner in our building; and then again, as we were sim- 
ply warehousemen our duty ended when we delivered the grain left in store 
and received our charges tor same. It is now Chandler & Hays' identical 
wheat. Because there has been a leakage possibly in the car on the way to 
West SuperioY- or if for any'reason wheat, is taken from the car at West Super- 
ior by thieves or otberwise.or it the weight at Weat Superior Is not in harmony 
the writer csn see no wrong doing on our part, or even connection in any 
way, shape or form with the result, and we would offer 'he auggestion that 
the duty of a grain merchant in North Dakota possibly ee:ise8 in a case like 
this when the transaction is finished in North Dakota, and your duties would 
not extend to West Superior, However, it would please us jost as well to 
have your supervision extend to the linal delivery of this grain, bat how can 
we be violating the laws of North Dakota because a car of wheat does not 
hold out when weighed at a mill in West Superior? And again, why do we 
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violate the laws of North Dakota when we cooform exactly lo the desire and 
teqneat o( the one who stores and we deliver to him bis iden'ical grain as 
warehouBemen and accept our chargee and our duties cease? Would it not 
be a very peculiar principle to advocate that we were to tollow Ihia through 
sirangeri;' hantiB and guarantee that no person should steal grain that had 
once been in an elevator of ours and delivered to olher parties, and the 
weights or dockage of any terminal house or mill be guaranteed by us to be 
correct and in good faith and eatietaetury to all concernedf This, it would 
seem, would stop the wheels of grain dealing entirety. 

I make the request that you write on and find out exactly the standing 
of Chandler & Hays in every wav am) that you view this transaction in the 
same spirit that has always influenced your former decisions and we will 
have no fear of the result. Any critii^isms on the position taken here or any 
violation of Ihe laws of North Dakota we most earnestly request shall be 
thoroughly eiplaineii to ua that they may be rectified in future dealings. Our 
intention, as stated at the flret, ie <o conform fully to your regulations.

Dear Sib: I am in receipt of your comm an i cation of the 19t.h instant, 
inclosing letter from Chandler-Hays Grain Co, of West Superior, and your 
communication of the 23d instant, inclosing letter from the Monarch Blevator 
Go. of Minneapolis, Minii. The two incloHures I herewith return as requested. 
This correspondence refers to a grain transaction between Chandler-Hays 
Grain Co. nnd the elevator company. According to the Monarch Elevator 
company, "the facts regarding this transaction are that on August 15, 18^, 
.\Ir. R, Mares of Wheatland delivered to the agent of the Monarch Elevator 
company, Mr. L. J. Mann, at Wheatland, 442.30 bu. No, I hard wheat. He 
issued lo Richard Mares, or bearer, under date of August 15, 1B95, a storage 
ticket for this amount of wheat and grade. The ticket states, 'which amount, 
kind and grade of grain will be delivered to the holder of the receint upon 
surrender thereof, subject to the following terras of storage.' The licltet has 
the usual terms for handling and storage. On August 21, Chandler-Hays 
company had an agent or one of Ihe firm at Wheatland, and he paid Mr. 
Mares 4 cents above the list price for wheat, paid the charges for handling 
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the grain aad we were ordered to ehip out the wheat to them at West 
Superior. It was shipped in car 10,413; we doliverinK the identical wheat 
from separate bins, no other wheat beiog mixed with it in any way, and 
delivering all that was received by ub, which we can Bubstantiale if necessary 
by affidavit or testimony, aa the house had just been reopened, not having 
been in use since the previous winter, and having been cleaned out thor- 
oughly at that time, no wheat remaininK, and this was all the wheat there 
was in the bnitding. This wheat was shipped on, as stated, to some mill in 
West Superior and there unloaded. Chandler -Ha ye no» claim a shortage." 

Chandler -Ha yes Grain company claim the following facts: "On August 
21, 189.'), ne purchased from E. Mares of Wheatland, an elevator ticket ort 
the Monarch Elevator company, which called tor 412.30 bushels of old No. 1 
bard wheat, that is, wheat of tbe crop of 1894, Mr. Mares surrendered the 
ticket to the Monarch Elevator company on that day and paid them the 
storage charges which had accrued against the wheat and ordered the wheat 
loaded into a car. On that day tlieir asent, L. J. Mann, in lieu of the sur- 
rendered receipt gave Mr. Msres the following receipt; "Wheatland, N. D, 
Aug. 21, 1895, We hereby certify that we have this day loaded into N. P. 
car 10,413 442.30 bushels of old No. 1 hard wheat, by order of R. Mares. 
'1 hese are for net bushels after allowing for dirt, and above flaures represent 
clenn wheat. (Signed) L. J. Uann, Agt. Monarch Elevator Co.' Now this 
car was billed to us at West Superior and was inspected under the Minnesota 
state law and contained 424,30, or a shortage of 18 bushels of wheat. Instead 
of it grading No. 1 bard it graded No. 3, but we finally got it raised to No. S 
after naving it reinspected. We tiled a claim with the Monarch Elevator 
company for the loss on the grade and for the amount of bnshels, C27.13. 
wbitb was a very smsU loss coneidering the difference in the guahty. The 
elevator company, to whom we presented thn bill last Saturday, said they 
would not pay 1 cent unless it waa at the end of a lawsuit We told tbem 
we would nie our claim with the warehouse and railroad commissioners and 
see if they could issue a ticket for a certain grade of wheat and a certain 
number of bushels and deliver wheat two grades lower and 18 bushels less 
than they took into their house." 

The storage ticket issued by the Monarch Elevator company called for a 
certain quantity, kind and grade of wheat, and the company would be bound 
to furnieh the same according to the exact terras of the ticket. I do not 
think the elevator company would be relieved from this duty, from the fact 
that they returned the identical wheat that was stored because Ihe ticket 
did not show that the grain was placed in eepirate bins. A warehoueeman 
is estopped by his statement in the receipt from showing that the property is 
different from Ihe description in the receipt, in all cases where ho had the 
opportunity to know the quantity and quality of the goods received. In this 
case the agent of the elevator comitany could have ascertained whe'her the 
grain received by him was No. 1 hard or No. 3, and if he issued a receipt thai 
showed the bearer was entitled to No 1 hard, when in fact he only received 
No •3. he will be estopped from showing his uilstake. The courts hold that. 
"Where a warehouseman issues a receipt be puts it in tb^ power of the 
holder to treat with the public on the faith of it, He enables him to say, 
and to induce others to believe, that he has certain property to sell. If the 
warehouseman gives to the parti' who holds such receipt a false credit he 
will not be suffered to contradict the statement, which he has made in tbe re- 
ceipt, Fo as to injure a party who baa been misled by it." 

While the facts stated do not clearly show wbetber the Chandler -Hays 
Go, bought the grain of Mares before or after the grain was delivered by the 
elevator company, still there seems to be facts enough to show that the grain 
was bought on the credit and faith of the ticket and the statements therein 
contained, and they would seem to be in the position occupied by a purchaser 
for value without notice of any defect. The same rule would apply to the 
quantity as well as to the quality, and the elevator company would be bound 
to deliver on board the car the exact amount of grain the receipt or ticket 
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represented to be on slorage. Now, whether the elevator companydid or did 
Dot load on the car the tall amount ie a question of (act: if they did their 
liability ceaaed, and if they did not they are liable for the deflci'. You prob- 
ably know how to ascertain that fact beiter than I do. I uaderatand the 
railroad company doea not weigh the grain till it reachee its deaiinatiun. In 
that case they would not know the exact amount of buehela received on 
board the car from ihe elevator company at the lime it waa received, It i6 
poeeible the eleva'or company did not weigh the grain "ou>," inaamuch aa 
Itey delivered the identical erain received on storage, and they may not claim 
lo know from actuhlly weigning the grain when Ihey delivered it how many 
bushels there were. In auch a caae they would be liable for the ahortage. 
provided the railroad company did not loee the same in transit by leai{a^;e 
from the car or by iheft. I think yon can advise the elevator company tha' 
ibey are liable for the grade the receipt calla for; and aa to the amount that 
they were boond to deliver on board the car, what the receipt calls for in 
bushela, irreapective of the number of bushels thev received on storage. 

Section 2, chapter 126, of the lawa of 1891. deftnea the dutiea of the com- 
missioners of railroads in reFerenoe to the handlmg, weighing and atoruge of 
grain and autborizea the commiaeionerB to make rules, etc. Nothing in thla 
law or in your rules expresBly provides for yon to act in this matter further 
than to make an inveat'g'atitin to discover if the elevator company has been 
guilt; of any cheat or false weighing or employing any methods of tranaact- 
ing their bnsiness contrary to the law and yoar rales. If you Und that the 
company has not willfully cheated their customer or otherwise acted in ba 1 
faith, but only acted under a mistaken idea of their rights and duties, then 
if Chandler-Haya company ha^ a cause of action of a civil nature against the 
elevator they moat seek their remedy at law the same as any other suitor. I 
think you can only advise the eievalor company ae to what you believe their 
legal duty to be.

The ticket never wont to Chandler & Hays, neithsr did we deliver the grain 
to them and practically had no businesa with them, but turned over the 
wheat to i&r. R. Mares, the man who delivered it to us and he was there at 
the delivery himself, sitting on the car a part of the time. Thia makes the 
caae somewhat different, for we have simply re-delivered the identical wheat 
which we received from Mr. Marea back to him in the course of a week, he 
sending over bis own man and paying the charges. This information has 
been obtained by careful inquiry into the details of this transaction, and the 
writer ijelievea that when the commiaaionera review thia matter they will 
conclude that we have acted in strict conformity with business principles and 
Id not have had the lictaile as here

Marea of Wheatland, delivered to the agent of the Monsrch Elevator cou- 
pany, Mr. L. J. Mann, at Wheatland, four hundred aud forty, two anil thirty 
one-nundredlhs (412.30) bushele of No. 1 bard wbeat. He issued to Richard 
Marea, or bearer, under dale of August 15, 1895, a storage ticket for this 
amount of wheat and grade. The ticket etatee "which amount, kind and 
grade of grain will be delivered to the holder of the receipt upon the surren- 
der thereof, subject to the following terms of storage." The ticket had tbe 
usual terms for handling and storage. 

On August 21st, the Chandler-Haye company had an agent, or one of the 
firm at Wbeatland, and be paid Mr. Hares four cents above the list price for 
wheat, paid the charges for haudling the grain, and the wheat was ordered 
shipped to West Superior. It was shipped in car No. 10 413. The MonarcU 
Elevator company claims to have delivered tbe identical wheat from separate 
bins, no other wheat being miied with it in any way, and delivered all that 
was received by them. This wheat was shipped on, as stated, to some mill 
in West Superior and there unloaded. 

The Chandler-Hays Grain company claim the rollowing tacts: On Auguet

Now, this car was billed to Chandler-Hays at West Superior, and was in-

(18) bushelB od the wheat. Instead o( grading No. 1 hard it graded No. 3, 
bat Ibe grade was finally raised ro No. 2 after having it re. inspected. 

Chandler-Haya file a claim with the Monarch Elevator compauy tor the 
loss oa the grade and tor >he h mount o( bushels, twenty-seveo dollars and 
tbirteen cents ($37.13). which was a very small lose considering the difference 
in the quality.

The above being facts presented by the Monarch Elevator company and 
Chandler-Hays Grain company to the commissioners of railroiids of North 
DakoiB, the commissioners rule as tallows:

mistake. 

The courts bold that "where a warehouseman issues a receipt he puis

Heenableahim to say. and to induce others to believe that he bae certain 
properly to sell. It tbo warehouseman gives to the party who bolde such 
receipt a false credit, he will not be suffered to contradict the statement 
which be has made in the receipt so as to injure a party who has been misled 
by it." 

While the facta stated do not clearly show whether Cbandler-Hays 
company bought the grain ot Mares before or at ter the grain was delivered 
by the elevator company, still there seems to be tacts enough to show that 
the grain was bought on the credit and tsith ot the ticket ana the statement 
therein contained, and they would seem to be in the position occnpied by a 
purchaser for value without notice of pny detect. The same rule would 
apply to qnantily as well as to quality, and the elevator company would be 
bound to deliver on board the car the enact amount of grain the receipt or 
ticket represented to be on storage. Now, whether the elevator company did 
or did not load on the car the full amount is a question ot fact, bnt if Ibey 
did their liability ceased, and if they did not, ihey are liable tor the deficit. 

As a railroad company does not weigh the grain until it reaches its 
destination, they would not know the exact amount ot bushels received on 
board the car from the elevator company at the time it was received. It is 
poBsihle the elevator company did not weigh the grain "out," inasmuch as 
they claim lo have delivered the identical grain received on storage, and they 
might not know from actually weighing the grain when they deliver.-d it, 
how many bushels there were. In such a case, they would be liable for the 
shortage, providing the railroad company did not lose the Eanie in transit by 
leakage trom the car or by thtft. 

The commiseiouers of railroads further hold, that the eleva'or company is 
liable tor the grade the receipt calls for, and ae to the amount, that they 
•ere bound to deliver on board the car what the receipt calls for, irrespective 
of the number of bushels they received on alorjge.

Dear Sir: Our firm apiiear for the Monarch Elevator Company in the 
matter of ditrcrt>nce between your board and it concerning the 142 bushels 
anil tU} pounds of wheat delivered lo Mr. Marcs at Wheatland in August la«r. 
and out of which delivery the CtianUler-Hays Grain company ha«o fouod 
in'casion to lodge complaint with the railroad commiBSion.. 

We aBBomu from the correspondence in the oese, and especially your 
letter of January 4, 18!)C, that the railroad commiBsionprs fre desirous of 
litigating this matler in the conrt, and as the Monarch Eleva'or Couipany 
feel that they have fully discharged their dutiea. both ae public warehouse- 
man and bailee, ihey have instructed us lo appear In any action brought and 
contest the matler. 
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We assume from your letter of the 4tb that you contemplate bringing 
action upon the bond of this compscy. We hate not in our posaesaioD a copy 
of the ruleB and regalaliona adopted by the board ot railroad cammiBaionerB. 
Will you turcteh us with'a copy of these rules? After an oiaminalioa of ths 
rules of your board, if we are etill of the opinion that we now have, viz; 
That the company is not liable, we will meet with the attorney general, at 
any time or place which may auit his convenience, and agree with niin on the 
facts in the case. From the correspoadence we apprehend thai: there witi 
be no trouble in stipulating the tacts; the case can then be HUbmitted to oue 
of the lower courts for determination and the matter appealed to our supreme 
court for determination. 

The grain companies doing buMnees in this state have always been ot 
the opinion that they could not be compelled to guarantee terminal weiithts 
and grades. Representing, as we do. a largi^ number of the grain concerns, 
we have-been requested to obtain a determination of oar supreme court upon 
this question, but no case has yet arisen in which the iasues were as clean 
cut aa this, or in which the point can be litigated to ns good advanti^e.

Dear Sir: Replying to yonr favor of recent date making inqoiriee as to 
caose of complaint against the inspection of North Dakota wheat by Minne- 
soti iDspectoTs: 

The history of this complaint is familiar enough, as well as the history 
of the various attempts to get around it or establish an inspection for the 
state. In general it is claimed that the No. 1 hard wheat peculiar to North 
Dakota, and the best in the world, as North Daltotans are pleased to claim, 
never gets on the market in its pure stale, but is mixed in the processor 
passing throagh tbe Minnesota inspection and transfer and used to keep up 
Ihe grade of the poorer grades of wheat raised jo Minnesota. Then there is 
the rather important fact that the people of North Dakota pay Minnesota 
some $10,000 a year in inspection fees, and have not a word to say ss to what 
the inspection shall be, or how it shall be made, and no redress when an 
iojuHtice is done. It is a sort of "taxation without represenlation" affair. Ad 
interview with the board of Irade of West Superior would cause a l>etter 
appreciation of this point. In reality there is no inspection in Dululh. It 
is all done on Wisconsin soit, though Minnesota collects the fees. 

The Gladstone correspondence should explain itself. It arose indirectly 
from the investigation caused by the passage of the elevator law of 1893. 
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The benefit poeaible was the eBtabliehing of a competitive market for 
North Dakota wheat, and the poseibiliiy of Becuring strictly North Dakota 
gradea should the etate ever deeire to go into the iDspection business again. 
You know Manitoba has an inspection eysteia of ite own, and its best grade 
commands a premium over the No, 1 hard wheat of the Minaesota inapectioa 
— a point in evidence that our wheat, which is of the same quality as Hani- 
toha wheat, is deteriorated in passing through tbe Minnesota men's hands. 

You will find some recommendations touching thia matter in the report 
of the commissioners.

ELEVATOB BONDS AND LICENSER 

The law relating to bonde and liceiiseB as Bet forth in the fol- 
lowiDg circular, has been generally complied with : 

OFFICE OP COMHtSSlOHEBS OF BAILBOADS. 

Vour attention is called to lbs following sections of Article ffi, Revised 
Codes of Nonb Dakota, governing public wareboueee, in eStct Jannary 1, 
1896; 

Sbction 1783. CoMMiasioNBRs op sailroads, powers and DtrriBe.] 
The duties imposed by the provisions ot this article and the powers conferred 
herein devolve upon the cimmissioDers of railroads. 

Sbo. 1781. Hahdung, wnaaitia and storaob of orain.] It shall b« 
the duty ot the commissioners of railroads to supervise the handling, weigh- 
ing and storage of grain and seed; to establish all necesaar; ruUs and regu* 
latioDs for the weighing of grain anil for the management of the public 
warehouses of the state, so far as such rulea and regulations may be neces- 
sary to enforce the provisions of this article or any law in this state in rearnrd 
to the same, investigate all complaints of fraud or oppression in the gruiD 
trade ot this alate, and correct the same as tar ss it may be in their power. 

6ec. 1786. PoBiiic WABEBouBBS DEPmxD.] All buildings, elevators or 
warebonses in Ihis state, erected and operated, or which may hereafter be 
erected and operated by any person, asBuciation, copartnership, corporutioa 
or trust, tor the purpose of buying, selling, storing, shipping or hsadling 
grain for proflt, are declared public warehoueee, and the person, associatioD, 
or copartnership owning or operatini; such buildings, elevators or warehouBOB 
which are now or may hereafter be located or doine business vithio thie 
stale, whether such owners or operators reside within thia Etate or not, are 
public warehoDsemen within the meaning of this article, and none of the 
provisions of this article shall be construed so as to permit diacrimiDation 
with reference 'o the buying, receiving and handling of grain ot standard 
grades, or in regard to the persons offering such grain for sale, storage or 
handliug at snch public warehonses, while the same are in operation. 

Sec. 1787. LicBNSB, how obtained^ fbb, how dbterminbd.1 An annual 
state license must be obtained throngh the commissioners of railronde for 
each and every public grain warehouse in operaliou in this state.

Any person 
who shall knowingly cheat or falsely weigh any wheat or other sgricuJtural 
prodocts, or who shall violate any of the provisions of this article shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall on conviction thereof be subject 
to a fine of not less than two hundred dollars nor more than one thousand 
dollars and be impriaoced in the penitentiary for a period not exceeding one 
year, in the discretion of the court. 

Action will be commenced by the oommiaaionera of railroads to enfnrce 
the law as above indicated, if not fully complied with within thirty days 
from the date of this notice,
